When other 
engines arrived their hose was also de- 
stroyed by the mob. Chief Gastor finally 
arrived with a big squad of officers, which 
beat back the mob. 
Then the firemen 


went actively to work to save tbe build, 
ing. The action of the mcb is roundly 
denounced on all sides. The school is sit- 
uated in the centre of a large square and 
there is no danj-er of 'infection from It. 
Unless, however, a company of soldiers 
are ordered out to protect the building, It 
Is not improbable tbat a second attempt 
will be made to destroy It tonight. Only 
one new case of yellow fever Is reported 
this morning.

Movement Started to Organize a Club — 


Prof. Kolfo to Lecture. 


Tbe movement to organize a club for 


university extension work la meeting with 
favor, and just now It seems very proba- 
ble that a series of lecture will be secured. 
A meeting of all those interested will be 
hUd this evening at tbe Woman's e'ub 
rooms at 7:HO, pt which Prof. Rofe, of the 
University of Chicago,will be present and 
deliver an address on tbe methods and 
purposes of extension work. After the 
address It is probable that an organization 
will be formed for tne further carrying 
on of tbe work. 


There seems to be same confusslon tn 


tbe inlnds of a number ot people lie to the 
purposes and methods of tbe university 
extension work under consideration. It 
does not In any way conflict with tbe nni- 
varslty center work now already carried 
on in this alty, nor is there any reason 
why tbe same person should not carry on 
work with both clubs. Each has its dis- 
tinctive plan and advantage. 
Under tho 


university extension plan, tbe University 
of Chicago will send a lecturer to Ueoa 
tur. from its regular corps of professors, 
say one of tbe professors of llteratnre.whD 
Is to deliver before the club here a series 
of six lectures upon some literary theme 
For tbe advantage of those who do not 
wish to take notes, a syllabus of each lec- 
ture Is furnished,containing In addlion to 
tbe outlines of tbe lectures, reference for 
outside reading. 
Thus the course Is suit- 


ed to both those who are busy and to 
tbose who have some leisure time. One 
need not do more than hear the lectures, 
but If be hai time and Inclination be baa 
direction for systematic and thorough 
study 


The cost of membership in tbe univer 


slty extension course will probably be II, 
a price certainly very reasonable and with- 
in tbe means of almost anyone who might 
wish to enjoy tbe advantage of the course. 
Tbe merits of university extension arc 
self evident. Far a very small snm one 
can follow a study of six lectures undei 
tbe guidance of tbe best scholarship of tbe 
country.
